LYME'S'RED HOT'SUMMER EXPECTED 
TO ATTRACT CROWDS OF THOUSANDS 


LYME Regis is gearing up for 
a “red hot” summer of top at¬ 
tractions with the news that the 
Red Arrows will be appearing 
during the regatta and carnival 
and the Lifeboat committee 
have secured a visit from the 
Red Devils parachute team. 

Confirmation that the RAF’s crack 
aerobatic team would be appearing in 
Lyme at 6.15 pm on Thursday, August 
1 Oth was received last week. 

The £12,000 cost of bringing the Ar¬ 
rows to Lyme, continuing a relation¬ 
ship that goes back more than 40 years, 
will be met by a fundraising campaign 
spearheaded by the View from Lyme 
Regis. 

Much of that fee will come from 
local sponsorship and membership of 
the Red Arrows 100 Club.

PENNY Callaghan owns Colmers Hill Fashion 
in Symondsbury, and previously ran The Ter¬ 
race fashion shop and cafe in Lyme Regis. 

She was brought up on Dartmoor and her 
family ran hotels in Torbay, as well as an 
aquarium and serpentarium on Poole Quay. 
She says their entrepreneurial skills rubbed 
off on her and she enjoyed a career in PR and 
marketing before moving to West Dorset in 
1999 to be closer to family in East Devon. 

She now lives with her partner Alistair and 
her two cats, Louis and Minnie. 


• TELL us a little about your career history... 

I did a creative arts degree in Nottingham then 
moved to London and got a dream job at the Barbi¬ 
can Arts Centre helping to co-ordinate a year-long 
French festival, which included exhibitions, con¬ 
certs, Royal Galas and themed events. 

This gave me a taste for marketing and I moved 
into top PR and marketing agencies - first Ogilvy & 
Mather and then Porter Novelli. I worked on some 
amazing projects including the launch of a new 
Bentley in the South of France and at London Fash¬ 
ion Week; working on Universal and Paramount 
video releases such as 'Jurassic Park' and 'Wayne's 
World'and an award-winning campaign for Gillette. 

I then set up my own PR agency in 1995 working 
with Wembley Arena, Horse of the Year Show, Stuff 
Live - the UK's biggest home electronics show at 
Earls Court and a campaign to launch a £30million 
retail village. 

I've always had an interest in fashion but it wasn't 
until I arrived in West Dorset that it became a busi¬ 
ness idea. I set up The Terrace boutique and cafe in 
Lyme Regis and I spent 12 happy years there, build¬ 
ing up my buying knowledge and contacts in the 
fashion world. I like to work with designers who 
offer something a bit different and individual. 

• WHAT inspired you to set up Colmers Hill Fash¬ 
ion? 

Having sold The Terrace, I decided I wanted to focus 
exclusively on fashion. I discovered Symondsbury 
Manor Yard which I felt instinctively would make a 
great location for a boutique. The surroundings are 
beautiful.The whole place has a very relaxed atmo¬ 
sphere, a great cafe, hairdressers, beautician, a 
gallery, florist, a chocolatiers and plenty of free park¬ 
ing. I wanted to open a shop which is inviting, where 
people can find unusual clothing and gifts and get 
a personal but non-hassling service. 

• HOW has the business developed over the first 



year? 

Last year, I doubled the size of the shop to offer 
more clothing labels and fashion accessories. I have 
a lot of regular customers and I've developed a rep¬ 
utation for special occasion outfits. I also have ca¬ 
sual clothing, jewellery and accessories. My website 
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(www.colmershill.com) has a good following and I 
send orders all over the world. 

• YOU'RE planning to open a second shop this 
year. Can you tell us where this will be and what 
it will offer? 

I am really excited to be opening a second shop, in 
early summer. It will be at Millers Farm Shop at Kilm- 
ington alongside Alison from Busy Bee Florist.There 
will be more casual and every day clothing there 
but I will still be offering labels that are distinctly dif¬ 
ferent to the high street. 

• YOU'RE also currently planning a fashion 
show for charity, can you tell us a little about the 
event? 

Last year's show was such a hit, we all felt it would 
be great to do it again and try to raise even more 
money for Weldmar Hospicecare. We're holding it in 
the beautiful setting of the Symondsbury Tithe Barn 
in the evening of Friday, March 31st. There will be 
gorgeous new spring/summer collections to see 
and Graham Barton will be hosting it again. Lots of 
local businesses are supporting the event. All de¬ 
tails are on www.colmershill.com or the Colmers Hill 
Fashion Facebook page. 

• WHAT do you enjoy doing in your spare time? 

I love getting out, walking and exploring what's on 
our doorstep and further afield. There's so much 
available to us in Dorset. I love cooking and last year 
I joined a small cooking club which resulted in some 
really interesting meals with each member taking a 
turns to host. 

I think I'm lucky because I really enjoy what I do. I 
love the buzz of the new clothing ranges, meeting 
new designers and having a chat with my cus¬ 
tomers. I don't have a typical 9-5 working pattern 
and my day off is normally spent relaxing with my 
partner, friends and family. 

I enjoy films too and I always think how fortunate 
we are to have great value cinemas here. 

• WHAT do you like about living in the local 
area? 

I love the pace of life and I like the fact that every¬ 
one has time to talk. Every town and village has its 
own personality and it makes exploring the area so 
interesting. I also love London but not for too long! 

I feel inspired by the natural beauty around me 
and as my partner is a keen wildlife photographer, 
we share a love of the countryside. I really like trying 
out new restaurants and I normally like to have a go 
at some new dish when I get home - with varying 
success, I might add! 
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Lyme's rising star Luke lands lead 
in smash hit musical 'Jersey Boys' 


FORMER Woodroffe School student Luke Street 
will be learning how to ‘Walk Like a Man’ over the 
next few months as he has landed the leading role in 
the smash hit musical ‘Jersey Boys’. 

Luke, 23, will be playing Lrankie Valli in the inter¬ 
national tour of the show and will bring the music 
and story of the Lour Seasons to audiences around 
the world. 

The son of former Lyme Regis town crier Phil 
Street and his wife Dawn, who now live in Lrance, 
Luke (pictured) was a regular on the local stage be¬ 
fore leaving the town and went on to take profes¬ 
sional training at the Performance Preparation 
Academy in Guilford. 

After graduating, Luke found almost immediate 
success when he was cast alongside Imelda Staunton 
and Peter Davidson in the highly acclaimed West 
End production of ‘Gypsy’. 

The multi-award-winning musical gave the young 
actor a significant start in the business and he went 
on to gain further acclaim for his portrayal of a trou¬ 
bled teenager opposite West End legend Dave Wil- 
lets in the new musical ‘Out There’ at the Union 
Theatre - a performance which earned him a Broad¬ 
way World Award nomination for Best Actor in a 
New Musical. 

Lor his latest stage foray, Luke will portray one of 
the world’s most renowned singers in the musical, 
which charts the discovery of Lrankie Valli and the 
meteoric rise of the Lour Seasons. 

It’s a big break for the rising star, who has long 
been a fan of the show. 

Luke said: “I’ve loved it ever since I went to see it 
about five years ago in London. It was always one 
of those roles that I really wanted to do, so to now 
have the chance to play it is unbelievable and I’m 
very privileged. 

“Their life story is incredible. As they say in the 
show, ‘it was just four guys underneath a street lamp 
singing someone else’s songs’.” 

Luke is well-known locally for his outstanding 
tenor voice, but is under no illusion that in order to

come close to replicating Valli’s astonishing vocal 
ability, he will have his work cut out. 

“He’s got one of the most unusual but best voices 
in the world. It’s unique; it’s high falsetto, which 
doesn’t come naturally to a lot of male singers,” he 
commented. 

The coveted role is extremely demanding and 
Luke will have lessons from a specialist vocal coach 
in America before he starts performances to ensure 
he is producing the correct sound. 

“I’ve got a high voice; it naturally sits quite high- 
so it actually comes quite easy for me, but I’ve still 
had to train hard. I’ve got to do a lot of vocal ses¬ 
sions before the tour starts just to make sure I’m 
doing everything safely, because if you do it incor¬ 
rectly, it can damage your voice,” he added. 

The actor had to go though a rigorous audition pro¬ 
cess before he was given the go ahead and even had 
to perform for some of the real Jersey Boys. 

He commented: “We were filmed for Bob Gaudio 
and Lrankie Valli. I had to be seen by them to make 
sure they were happy for me to have the part.” 

The show is presented in a documentary-style for¬ 
mat and dramatises the formation, success and even¬ 
tual break up of the band. 

Seen by over four million people globally, ‘Jersey 
Boys’ has achieved international acclaim, winning 
more than 55 major awards. It features a songbook 
that spans the band’s entire career and Luke will be 
performing smash hit songs, including ‘Big Man in 
Town’, ‘Sherry’, ‘Walk Like a Man’ and ‘December, 
1963’ as part of the show, a challenge he is sure to 
revel in.

IT was a proud evening 
for the Marine Theatre

Six cast members rep¬

Local scriptwriter Andrew Rattenbury 
adapted Shakespeare's classic play to weave in the 
true story of Lyme Admiral Sir George Somers, 
whose shipwrecked fleet and subsequent founding 
of Bermuda is said to have inspired Shakespeare to 
write 'The Tempest.'The Marine Theatre's artistic di¬ 
rector Clemmie Reynolds directed the play along¬ 
side a host of creative professionals. 

The production involved more than 70 partici¬ 
pants from the community including actors, 
singers, musicians and backstage crew of all ages 
and experiences.

Monmouth marched 
through the South West gathering a following of 
thousands of men before finally culminating in a 
bloody battle at Sedgemoor in which Monmouth's 
army were defeated.

Varndell, said: "We are so thrilled to have won an 
award for'TheTempest Of Lyme'. It really was a great 
team effort and everyone worked so well together. 
Andrew and Clemmie worked so hard to create an 
unforgettable story and we can't wait to do it all 
over again!"

The Red Devils parachute team who will drop into Lifeboat Week on Thursday, July 25th 


T HE Red Arrows have confirmed 
they will be returning to Lyme 
Regis for a display at 6.15pm on 
Thursday, August 10th. 

The RAF’s crack aerobatic team will once 
again wow the crowds with one of their spec¬ 
tacular displays, which annually attracts 
tens of thousands to the town. 

This year’s display will fall during Lyme 
Regis Regatta & Carnival Week, which runs 
from August 5th to 13th. 

Organiser Philip Evans applied for the Ar¬ 
rows to come a week earlier, so it did not 
clash with any other events in the town, but 
the team were unable to appear on this date. 

Mr Evans has me with the Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Cllr Owen Lovell, and town clerk 
John Wright to discuss plans for this year’s 


display. Last year it was feared that the Red 
Arrows’ 40-year-plus relationship with Lyme 
Regis would come to an end. The aerobatic 
team traditionally appeared during Lifeboat 
Week, but after they were forced to charge for 
all displays, the RNLI Guild felt they could 
not afford the expense. 

Instead, a fundraising campaign was 
launched by the View From Lyme Regis and 
a display from the Arrows was secured, with 
the town council organising Lyme Regis Com¬ 
munity Week around the big day. 

This year, the fee for the Red Arrows and in¬ 
surance means that another £12,000 will have 
to be raised, but a significant amount has al¬ 
ready been guaranteed by sponsors and mem¬ 
bers of the Red Arrows 100 Club, formed last 
year to ensure the Arrows continued their 


Paras'free fall team will 
drop into Lifeboat Week 


THE Red Devils - the British 
Army's official parachute dis¬ 
play team - have confirmed 
they will be a top attraction at 
this year's Lyme Regis 
Lifeboat Week. 

The week starts on July 
22nd and the Red Devils will 
be performing during the af¬ 
ternoon of Tuesday July 25th. 
The time will be confirmed 
later. 

The Red Devils, based at 
Netheravon Airfield on Salis¬ 
bury Plain, are a team of 15, 
all of whom have seen active 
service in the Falklands, 
Northern Ireland, Kosovo, 
Sierra Leone, Afghanistan or 
Iraq. 

They are widely acknowl¬ 
edged as among the best dis¬ 
play parachutists in the 
world, and every year carry 
out spectacular shows at 


public events worldwide pro¬ 
moting the British Army and 
the Parachute Regiment, 
known as'The Paras'. 

A classic Red Devils display 
will see up to ten team mem¬ 
bers jumping from an altitude 
of 10,000ft. Trailing smoke to 
demonstrate their speed and 
movement, the highly skilled 
skydivers will freefall at 
speeds up to 120mph before 
opening their parachutes. 
Then they will demonstrate 
breathtaking high-speed 
'swoop' landings and spectac¬ 
ular'canopy formations', both 
unique to parachute displays 
in the UK. 

A commentary will keep ev¬ 
eryone informed throughout 
the event, and the skydivers 
will be available afterwards to 
meet spectators. 

Irene Roper, chairman of the 


organisers of Lifeboat Week, 
the Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth RNLI Guild, said:"We 
are absolutely delighted that 
the Red Devils are coming to 
support our charity. They will 
be a big attraction in the mid¬ 
dle of our fund-raising week." 

Plans for other events dur¬ 
ing the week are well under 
way.The fireworks display is 
scheduled for Friday 28th at 
10pm and the popular Three 
Counties Swing Band will per¬ 
form the same evening. 

Another band back by pop¬ 
ular demand, Bad Dog No Bis¬ 
cuit, will be on stage on July 
23rd at 7pm. 

A new event will be a water 
polo match between the RNLI 
lifeguards and the lifeboat 
crew at 7.30pm on July 25th. 
The bathtub race is sched¬ 
uled for 8pm on July 22nd.

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Classic yacht beached 
after rescued by lifeboat 

THE owner of a classic wooden yacht was res¬ 
cued by Lyme Regis lifeboat crew on Saturday af¬ 
ternoon. 

The lone sailor, from Bridport, was reported to 
have encountered "navigational difficulties" on 
the 22-feet yacht, two miles west of Lyme Regis 
during a trip from Exmouth to West Bay. 

The lifeboat volunteers, who launched at 
3.24pm, towed the yacht to the safety of Lyme 
Regis harbour, arriving an hour later. 

However, overnight the boat drifted and was 
beached on Lyme's main sandy beach, attracting 
much interest on Sunday morning. 

It was later towed off the sand and back into 
the water by harbour staff. 


Local publishers hand out prizes for 
'world's greenest writing contest' 

A LITERARY-loving crowd of 100 attended the third 
Magic Oxygen Literary Prize (MOLP) awards evening 
at the Woodmead Halls in Lyme Regis on Saturday 
evening. 

Local publishers Tracey and Simon West run the 
“greenest writing contest in the world”, so called be¬ 
cause they plant a tree for every entry received and also 
build classrooms in impoverished areas in the Coast 
Province of Kenya. 

The two categories in this prestigious writing contest 
are short stories and poetry and, this year, the £3,000 
prize money was divided between Colleen MacMahon 
in both first and second place in the short story cate¬ 
gory, and Jennifer Saxton in third; Susan Rogerson in 
first place in the poetry category, Rachel Plummer in 
second and Dee Barron in third. 

Tracey commented: “In both categories, remarkably, 
there were two writers who had two pieces in the top 
ten! Colleen MacMahon, a Devon writer, attended the 
event and was absolutely blown away when Simon 
West revealed she had won not only the second prize 
in short stories, but the first prize too. 

“Susan Rogerson, from Suffolk, scooped the top prize 
in poetry with a worthy winner entitled ‘21st Century 
Mermaid’, made even more poignant by the Lyme 
Regis publishing house being situated on the coast. 

However, that certainly wasn’t a winning factor, as the 
judging team comprised 20 word-lovers from three dif¬ 
ferent continents.” 

In the poetry category, it was Rachel Plummer who 
impressed the judges with two marvellous pieces, one 
that made it to the shortlist and the other, took the sec¬ 
ond prize. All pieces are assessed anonymously. 

Simon commented: “Entries came in from 36 coun¬ 
tries this year, taking our total up to 70 over the three 
MOLP contests and everyone loves the idea that, re¬ 
gardless of whether anyone wins money, everyone wins 
a tree! 

“Once we’re the other side of the big reveal, I send 
out electronic certificates with the GPS co-ordinates of 
their trees. In due course, as Google Earth update their 
images, the entrants will be able to look at the progress 
of their trees. 

“We’re really proud of what MOLP has achieved over

in Kenya - it’s making a difference to the whole planet

The awards event was also combined with the launch 
of ‘Grannifer’s Legacy’ by Trish Vickers, the Char- 
mouth author who recently lost her battle with breast 
cancer. Several members of her family were there and 
everyone was delighted that Trish’s inspirational jour¬ 
ney was going on to inspire others too.

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Uplyme objects to park and ride application 


LYME Regis Town Council has expressed its 
“extreme disappointment” after Uplyme Parish 
Council opposed plans for a park and ride. 

The town council has applied for planning permission 
to continue to operate a seasonal park and ride on Sid- 
mouth Road. 

The application was considered by Uplyme Parish 
Council’s Planning Committee at its meeting last Thurs¬ 
day, as the site falls just outside the border of Lyme 
Regis in East Devon, and members recommend its re¬ 
fusal. 

The Sidmouth Road park and ride has operated sea¬ 
sonally since 2006, accommodating up to 1,000 vehicles 
a week. 

The park and ride has previously operated on tempo¬ 
rary planning permission but Lyme Regis Town Council 
has now applied for permanent permission. 

The latest application comes after East Devon District 
Council refused permission for continued use of the site 
last year, with concerns including the visual impact of 
the site on the surrounding Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty and the lack of parking and traffic information 
provided about Lyme Regis in general. 

The town council employed architect firm Boon 
Brown to submit the latest application, with the hopes 
that it would be approved in time for summer. 

Following Uplyme Parish Council’s objection, Lyme 
Regis councillor and chairman of the town’s Planning 
Committee, Steve Miller, said: “I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed with the decision of the parish council, particu¬ 
larly as Uplyme has only recently completed a 
Neighbourhood Plan, in which it specifically supported 
the continuation of the park and ride facility. 

“A site on Sidmouth Road within Uplyme parish has 
been used in recent years as a park and ride site to serve 
Lyme Regis, where parking is severely constrained and 
insufficient to meet the high demand during the summer. 

“The site was subject to a temporary planning consent, 
now lapsed, but a longer term proposal is anticipated 
and has the support of Uplyme Parish Council, in recog¬ 
nition of the contribution it can make to alleviating con¬ 
gestion in Lyme Regis and consequent benefits to local 
businesses serving tourists.” 

Boon Brown’s town planning director, Shaun Travers, 
spoke in favour of the application at the Uplyme meet¬ 


ing, supported by Councillor Miller and Councillor John 
Broom. 

Mr Travers explained the importance of the park and 
ride to Lyme Regis, but the Uplyme Planning Commit¬ 
tee disagreed and recommend refusal by three votes to 
one. 

Lyme Regis deputy town clerk, Mark Green, said: 
“The ongoing availability of the Sidmouth Road site is 
considered essential to adequately cater for the many 
visitors who are the life-blood of the town’s summer 
economy and to help reduce congestion, improve air 
quality and pedestrian safety in the town centre at the 
busiest times.” 

At the Uplyme meeting, reference was made to a 
seven-page letter of objection from the Trinity ward 
member for East Devon District Council and nearby res¬ 
ident and landowner, Councillor Ian Thomas. 

Absence of strong evidence 

Councillor Thomas said that temporary permission for 
the park and ride site was first permitted to assist with 
parking during the coastal protection works, when other 
car parks in the town were closed. 

He commented: “The reason for temporary approval 
was quite specific. It included guidance that ‘the site lies 
in a designated Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty 
where permanent permission for such a use would not 
normally be granted’. 

“That justification does not now apply and so the pre¬ 
sumption, in the absence of strong evidence of need, 
should be refusal of that continued use.” 

Councillor Thomas said an “unsatisfactory sequence 
of events followed”, during which the council submitted 
a “hurried” application to continue using the site when 
it was already doing so without consent. 

He said that the town council were advised by East 
Devon that a comprehensive and evidence-based strat¬ 
egy for car parking in Lyme Regis was needed for any 
future applications to be considered, and that further 
temporary permissions were likely to be refused due to 
landscape harm. 

Councillor Thomas continued: “Unfortunately, the ap¬ 
plicant ignored advice given and submitted a further ap¬ 
plication for further temporary consent extension, which 
was refused.” 

Commenting on the current application for permanent 
permission, he said that potential harm to the East 


Devon Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB) re¬ 
mained a primary concern. 

He commented: “As this application in for permanent 
retention of the park and ride facility, consideration of 
landscape impact on a permanent basis should now be 
considered. 

“The proposal would result in a significant change to 
the character and appearance of the AONB during its 
times of operation. Screening of the site from the im¬ 
mediate area through hedges of indigenous species al¬ 
ready reduces the visual impact of the facility in the 
immediate area. I note also that internal parts of the cur¬ 
rent mature hedge to the roadside have not been cut, 
which will further aid screening of the site between 
April and September, when indigenous hedges and trees 
are ‘in leaf’. 

“The change of use would still be recognisable from 
the A3052 from immediate vantage points. Additional 
medium and long distance impact is apparent from the 
west, and will endure for several years at least until any 
screening matures, again only whilst the facility is in 
use. 

“Vehicle parking is not a rural characteristic. As such, 
it does not reflect local distinctiveness which is predom¬ 
inantly rural in character. Further, increased movement 
to and from the facility will give the impression of com¬ 
mercial use to the site, with an intensity at odds with the 
agricultural nature of the countryside, adding in this re¬ 
gard to a visual impact of parked of vehicles.” 

He added that the planning statement submitted was 
“light weight”, commenting: “The statement lacks clear 
strategic objectives and information regarding funda¬ 
mentals necessary for proper evaluation of the applica¬ 
tion. It further lacks consideration of alternate strategic 
options or information crucial to the consideration of 
such alternatives.” 

Councillor Miller commented: “The town council will 
continue to pursue the application vigorously. I hope 
EDDC will take a reasonable and objective approach in 
considering the matter and not be swayed by fears of 
completely unrelated matters.”

Jane Austen group searching 
for missing bust of author 


AN organisation which aims to promote the work 
of Jane Austen is searching for a missing bust of 
the author, which once was displayed in Lyme 
Regis. 

The Jane Austen Detectives are looking for a 
stone bust of the author’s head, which once stood 
as the centrepiece of the Jane Austen Garden in 
Lyme Regis but has now completely disappeared. 

The bust was thought to be removed in 2006, 
when the coastal protection works in the gardens 
started. 

An appeal on the group’s website said: “During 
costal development works, the statue was removed 
from the garden with plans to be put back once the 
garden renovations had been completed. Put into 
storage with the rest of the things from the Jane 
Austen Garden during the development works, it 
came as a shock when the head vanished without 
trace.” 

The Jane Austen Detectives have discussed the 
matter with Merry Bolton, chairman of the Lyme 
Regis Environment Group, which was involved in 
the landscaping of the new gardens. 

She commented: “We can’t find Jane Austen’s 
head anywhere. We can’t find it in the store where 
all the things from the Jane Austen Garden were 
kept when all the works were going on. 

“I have been on to Lyme Regis Town Council 
and West Dorset District Council about it and they 
can’t find it - does anybody know what happened 
to it?” 

The organisation has also discussed the matter 
with Lyme Regis resident Diana Shervington, a di¬ 
rect descendant of Jane Austen and honourary 
member of the Jane Austen Society, who gives reg¬ 
ular talks about the author. 

She said: “The bust used to stand up there 
grandly at the back very visibly. When the garden 
was dedicated the bust was very much in evidence, 
therefore we want it back -1 hope the mystery can 
be cleared up.” 

The Jane Austen Detectives added: “With the 
bust vanishing as long ago as 2006, some might 
think that it is time to accept that Jane is not com¬ 
ing back. However, with the story never making 
big news, it is possible that people who have in¬ 
formation about the statue might not know who to 
contact - or even that it is missing at all. So per¬ 
haps it is not quite time to give up hope and with a 
bit of luck she may appear just in time for her bi-

centenary.”

Jane Austen is said to have enjoyed holidaying 
in Lyme and is thought to have based parts of her 
novels on the town, including the famed scene of 
Louisa Musgrove’s fall from steps on the Cobb. 

The Jane Austen Detectives’ mission is to create 
a platform for people who want to discover more 
about Jane Austen’s life and her literary work. 
They take a hands-on approach, visiting the places 
she frequented and talking to the people who live 
and breathe Austen. 

The organisation’s aim is promote the work of 
Jane Austen to people who still read her work 
today, and to create a community of contemporary 
Austen-inspired writers, artists and illustrators, all 
of whom share a passion for Austen’s romanticism 
and satirical writing.

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Good news all round for a bumper summer 


Lyme Matters 



A DOUBLE dose of news this 
week will ensure that Lyme 
has a bumper summer season 
- if the weather is kind. 

I refer of course to the confirma¬ 
tion this week that the long associa¬ 
tion between our town and the Red 
Arrows - going back more than 40 
years - will continue with another 
breathtaking display over Lyme Bay 
on Thursday, August 10th. 

And the announcement that the 
Army’s parachute display team, the 
Red Devils, will be the main attrac¬ 
tion during Lifeboat Week when they 
drop into the resort on Thursday, 
July 25th. 

I’m pleased that the Lifeboat Guild, 
organisers of Lifeboat Week, the 
most successful event of its kind 
along the south coast, have secured 
such a high-profile attraction . 

It goes some way to compensating 
for the loss of the Red Arrows ap¬ 
pearing during Lifeboat Week. 

Regular readers of this column will 
know that the View from Lyme 
Regis played a significant role in se¬ 
curing the Red Arrows last year. 

I brought the Arrows to the town 
for the first time in the early 1970s 
when I was secretary of the regatta 
and carnival. 

In successive years the Arrows per¬ 
formed their magnificent manoeu¬ 
vres over Lyme Bay as part of the 
Lifeboat Week programme, but last 
year, for the first time, a significant 
fee had to be levied to secure their

services. The Lifeboat Guild, organ¬ 
isers of Lifeboat Week, felt they could 
not commit such a significant sum of 
their charitable funds and had to 
withdraw their application. It later 
transpired that the Arrows would not 
have been able to appear in Lifeboat 
Week as it clashed with their mid-sea- 
son break. 

Red Arrows Day has traditionally 
been one of the summer’s busiest 
days in Lyme, attracting huge 
crowds, and had become a town 
event rather than just a Lifeboat 
Week event over the years. 

That was the reason we launched a 
fundraising campaign last year with 
the formation of the Red Arrows 100 
Club and the securing of sponsorship 
from generous local firms. 

We managed to raise enough to 
make a donation of £1,500 to the 
Lifeboat funds for missing out on the 
lucrative collections generated by an 
appearance of the Red Arrows. 

Lyme Regis Town Council, also 
aware of how important the Red Ar¬ 
rows display was to the economy 6f 
Lyme, kindly agreed to underwrite 
any losses but they did not have to 


pay a penny - nor will they have to 
this year. 

ast year’s display fell between 
Lifeboat Week and the Re¬ 
gatta and Carnival and on the 
suggestion of the Mayor, Cllr Owen 
Lovell, that week was designated as 
Lyme’s Community Week. 

Local organisations were invited to 
use the Jubilee shelters market area 
to hold fundraising events and in re¬ 
turn had to provide collectors for the 
Red Arrows display. Half of the funds 
collected were divided between those 
organisations and half was retained 
to go towards the appearance fee this 
year. 

With the help of Cllr Cheryl 
Reynolds and Geoff Baker, the View 
organised a number of Red Arrows 
related events on the day of the dis¬ 
play. We promoted this as Lyme’s 
“Red Letter Day” 

As this year’s display will take 
place during regatta week, it will not 
be necessary to organise a “Red Let¬ 
ter Day” so as not to clash with re¬ 
gatta events, but the week prior to 
the regatta and carnival will still be 
designated as Lyme Community

Week and local organisations will 
again be invited to use the Marine pa¬ 
rade facilities to promote their organ¬ 
isation and raise funds. A 
commitment will have to be given to 
provide collectors for the Red Arrows 
display on the same basis as last 
year. 

We were given the provisional date 
for this year’s visit by the Red Ar¬ 
rows several weeks ago but on the 
proviso that it had to be confirmed 
and no publicity should be put out 
until that confirmation was received. 

Because of my past association 
with the regatta and carnival, I was 
slightly concerned that I would be ac¬ 
cused of trying to get the Arrows 
back into regatta week. There were 
a few rumblings in certain quarters 
about this last year. 

However, it does not work like that. 
We applied for the Red Arrows as 
soon as last year’s event was over 
and gave a preferred date of Thurs¬ 


day, August 3rd so that it would not 
fall in either Lifeboat Week or the re¬ 
gatta and carnival. The Arrows were 
unavailable on that date and we were 
offered an alternative on Thursday, 
August 10th. 

I am more than relieved that the 
Lifeboat Guild have secured the ser¬ 
vices of the Paras’ Red Devils 
parachute team for this year;’s 
Lifeboat Week. They will be a tremen¬ 
dous attraction and will generate 
huge crowds on the beach. 

So now we need to kick-start the 
fundraising to meet the Red Arrows’ 
fee, insurance and other costs associ¬ 
ated with the staging of the event. 
This means we will probably need 
around £12,000. 

This is not such a daunting task as 
it might seem as we have a sponsor¬ 
ship commitment already in place 
and a number of members of the Red 
Arrows 100 Club have agreed to sup¬ 
port the cause for five years. No 
doubt we will have to organise a cou¬ 
ple of fundraising events between 
now and the summer. 

Membership of the Red Arrows 100 
Club stands just over the 60 mark so 
there are still vacancies for those 
who would like to support the cause 
in this way.

Bottle Inn owners refute landlords'claims 


THE owners of The Bottle Inn at 
Marshwood, Michael and Pauline 
Brooks, have strongly refuted claims 
made by the landlords, Nigel and 
Chrissy Blake, in their announce¬ 
ment that the pub will close. 

They have also said that Mrs 
Brooks will return to the pub in the 
next few weeks to take charge of the 
kitchen, so any closure of the Bottle 
appears to be for a limited time only. 

The Blakes recently announced the 
pub will close. 

As reported last week, the owners 
were granted a possession order, 
which gave the landlords 28 days to 
leave following a long-running dis¬ 
pute with many claims and counter¬ 
claims. 

For example, Mr and Mrs Blake 
claim they were forced to spend 
£50,000 because the owners failed to 
comply with the requirements of the 
lease to repair the building. 


But Mr and Mrs Brookes say they 
have received no rent from the land¬ 
lords, and added: “We can assure you 
that they have not spent anywhere 
near £50,000. 

“Unfortunately, we are not made of 
money and without any rental in¬ 
come we were unable to proceed 
with repairs. 

“Our side of the story has not been 
told. 

“We are sure that Mr and Mrs 
Blake are able to run a pub quite ad¬ 
equately, however, that is not the 
issue here. 

“We had no choice but to go to 
court to regain our property, we think 
the fact that they have been ordered 
to leave The Bottle Inn by the courts 
speaks volumes.” 

In a further statement, issued on 
March 11th, they said; “Pauline 
Brookes will be returning in the next 
few weeks to take over the helm of 



the kitchen. 

“Pauline has for the last several 
years been working as a 
functions/event manger and also run¬ 
ning her own restaurant. 


“She looks forward to bringing her 
skills to Marshwood.”

Pilot Boat launches cocktail club 


President gives watercolour 
demo for art society members 

AT the latest meeting of Lyme Regis Art Society, 


AT the latest meeting of Lyme Regis Art Society, 
the group's president, Terry Whitworth, painted 
an impressionistic image of Padstow harbour - a 
mix of old buildings, boats and water. 

He brought a detailed pencil drawing on a 
sheet of heavy Windsor and Newton paper with 
some harbour features firmly establishing strong 
horizontal and vertical elements in the scene 
and, after pinpointing the direction of light, 
began by painting areas of shadow under roofs 
and window lintels using light grey neutral tint. 

With a bigger size 16 brush with a fine point, he 
washed in the hillside, framing the buildings, 
rolling the brush on its side where trees met sky 
and scratching in branches with a scalpel allow¬ 
ing paint to spread into the grooves whilst ensur¬ 
ing the image retained its accuracy. 

More details were added to stonework on the 
harbour wall representing an important line of 
strength across the picture but little colour at this 
stage. Grooves from a scalpel and patches of grey 
added lines of roof tiles decreasing in size to¬ 
wards the ridge to add perspective. 

After a tea break, Terry washed a sunny yellow 
ochre across one of the buildings and added 
shapes of people, with a dots for heads and a few 
lines suggesting attitude, clothing and age but 
no detail, matching the looseness of the rest of 
the painting. 

Shadows were darkened and flashes of red 
brick added to lintels and chimneys. The strokes 
of Windsor Blue Red Shade for water and of 
darker brown for boats bled into each other, 
adding shadows, reflections and a patina of age 
to the woodwork. 

Terry believes artists guide viewers to see what 
was there by creating illusions with tricks like 
paint spatters and other marks, and a loose un¬ 
resolved style is more successful than an over¬ 
worked image. 



Members agreed it was an excellent demon¬ 
stration and said they were indebted to David 
Vickers who, as usual, stood for two hours video¬ 
ing the demonstration. His camerawork enabled 
members to see every stroke of paint as Terry 
worked on a flat board and to fully appreciate his 
skill. 

The next demonstration will be in the Wood- 
mead Halls on Tuesday, March 21st from 2pm to 
4pm with a watercolour demonstration by Shari 
Hill entitled 'March Hare'. This will be the final 
meeting before the long summer break due to 
parking restrictions.

When she told us she 
was writing a book de¬ 
spite becoming blind we 


were excited for her as it ignited a real purpose and 
goal in her life. 

However, in the last few months when it became 
clear she was ill and the book remained unpublished, 
all who knew her became concerned that her dream 
might never be fulfilled. 

She had been unable to find a publisher and finan¬ 
cially she had no resources to get her beloved book 
‘Grannifers Legacy’ published. 

Then, when it became known that Trish was termi¬ 
nally ill, she was overjoyed at the generosity of peo¬ 
ple who helped raise the necessary funds to get her 


book finally printed, ironically on the day before she 
died. 

Trish was a beautiful person and one of those spe¬ 
cial people we sometimes are lucky enough to meet 
in life. 

She loved Charmouth and its people and if she 
could, she would be thanking everyone for their help 
and support in getting the book published with the 
word “cuddles” followed by a massive bear hug! We 
will miss her!

T O drivers on Moscow’s Garden Ring 
Road, the advertising on the 20 x 30 
foot roadside electronic board was fa¬ 
miliar. So imagine the traffic impact when, 
from 700 miles away, during rush hour, a 
hacker infiltrated the agency’s server, replac¬ 
ing video ads for vodka and fashions with 
hardcore pornography. 

Several responses to that story - not just Igor 
Blinnikov’s six-year prison sentence - are possi¬ 
ble. I wonder what yours is? 

And how about your reaction to this better- 
known tale? For many months the spinning cen¬ 
trifuges, key to Iran’s Uranium 235 nuclear 
enrichment programme, ran sometimes more, 
sometimes less, than their design speed, sabotag¬ 
ing the process. Someone (widely held to be the 
US and Israeli secret intelligence services) had in¬ 
filtrated the programmable system controls, alter¬ 
ing the commands to the centrifuges with a 
computer ‘worm’ named Stuxnet, for those who 
understand these things. Perhaps less well-known, 
but more interesting, is that the ‘worm’ also ma¬ 
nipulated the control room’s monitoring screens, 
which continued showing illusory moment-by- 
moment data, reassuring their operators that all 
was well even as the centrifuges destroyed them¬ 
selves. 

No need, though, to ask your feelings when a 
major UK newspaper hacked Milly Dowler’s 
phone after she disappeared, further distressing 
her family and disrupting the police investigation 
into what transpired as murder. Or about 
teenagers committing suicide after prolonged 
‘cyber-bullying’. Or for ex-partners finding them¬ 
selves victims of ‘revenge porn’ when relation¬ 



ships break down... Do we take such symptoms of 
digital disease as inevitable, the necessary price for 
the undoubted benefits of the internet? 

That price is rising. Remember the 2008 terrorist 
attack on the Taj Mahal Palace Hotel and elsewhere 
in Mumbai? Ten terrorists killed 164 people, 
wounded at least 308, and brought a city of 12 mil¬ 
lion to a standstill over four days. But this was no 
simple attack with AK-47s and explosives. Con¬ 
trollers in Pakistan were, throughout, monitoring 
major TV channels, the internet and social media, 
and communicating by satellite phone and Skype 
with their men in Mumbai. They, in turn, carried 
GPS handsets to navigate the city, held Blackberrys 
with files of floor plans, and used Google Earth’s 3- 
D models to check entry and exit points of buildings. 

So, when the BBC reported witnesses saying that 
terrorists were hiding in specific rooms, their con¬ 
trollers could warn them to move. When a bystander 
tweeted a photo of police emerging from a helicopter 
on to the roof of a building, the controllers scanning 
Twitter feeds alerted their men, guiding them to 
mount an ambush. On capturing the chairman of one 
of India’s largest banks claiming to be a humble 
schoolteacher, they found his ID card, passing the 
name to their controllers who found his picture on¬ 
line, checked the description with the captors and, 


when asked “What shall we do with him?”, gave 
the order “Kill him”. 

And how was the attack funded? By the proceeds 
of online fraud carried out by a Filipino cyber¬ 
hacking team affiliated to al-Qaeda. 

These stories are but examples of individuals, 
governments, commercial organisations, terrorists 
and criminal outfits using the powers conferred by 
the all-connected digital age to do harm - in some 
cases, great and ultimate harm. For each example 
there are many similar tales of damage. “It was 
ever thus,” you may well respond. Throughout the 
ages “bad people”, as Donald Trump might call 
them, have always used the available technology 
to serve their ends. 

True. But what about the scale, the pace, the ex¬ 
ponential expansion, of digital technology? What 
about our growing dependence on ever-more-in- 
terlinked computerised systems? What about the 
abysmal lack of digital security in those systems? 
What about our common ignorance of what actu¬ 
ally happens within the ‘black boxes’ that control 
them, and of the algorithms that determine our 
search results, our credit ratings, the version of dig¬ 
ital ‘reality’ that we see on our screens...? And 
what about the incapacity of nation-bound legal 
systems, regulators and governments to keep up 
with the risk? For, “when everything is connected, 
everyone is vulnerable” as Marc Goodman puts it 
in his challenging book Future Crimes. 

We all avoid, surely, those suspect emails invit¬ 
ing a single click which we understand will likely 
infect our digital machine. Do we equally consider 
the implications of many respectable websites hav¬ 
ing been hacked, so that our innocent visit will lead 
to unseen infection? Or that for years a program¬ 


ming flaw in the encryption used by two-thirds of 
all web and social media sites was hackable? Or 
that the web most of us search represents 0.03 per 
cent of online information - the remaining 99.97 
per cent being the Dark Web accessed by those in 
the know: primarily criminals, terrorists, and gov¬ 
ernments. In its murkiest depths lie the market¬ 
places: drugs; arms; stolen identities, credit cards 
and personal documents; paedophilia; human traf¬ 
ficking - and worse. 

Your computer, or mine, could well be an agent 
for hackers who’ve planted a sleeping virus, ready 
for simultaneous and secret use with millions of 
others in coordinated attacks to bring down com¬ 
mercial and infrastructure systems or to steal data 
(remember, for example, TalkTalk in 2015, Sony 
Playstation in 2011, the entire nation of Estonia in 
2007?). The recent discovery that a gang of around 
a dozen young Russians had acquired 1.2 billion 
username and password details shows the scale: 
that’s over a third of the world’s online population. 

From individuals to critical infrastructure - en¬ 
ergy, transport, healthcare, finance, defence, emer¬ 
gency services, government data, and more - the 
connected digital world is already a playground for 
the ill-intentioned. Why? Because most software 
is issued (knowingly) full of bugs and security 
flaws; and because few of us, from you and me to 
governments, have much clue about how digital 
systems work or how to protect against their risks. 

Yet well on the way is a massive, Wild West mul¬ 
tiplication of these insecurely engineered, inter¬ 
connected, mysterious little computer machines 
and the secret algorithms of their controllers. Wel¬ 
come to the Internet of Things and the Internet of 
Us. But that's for next month...

It’s not all song 
and dance at the 

Theatre this week 


IN THEATRE, just like in 
life, it’s good to occasionally 
be taken out of your comfort 
zone and this is something 
I’ve had to learn over the 
last two years. 

Given the choice, my ideal 
viewing is and always will 
be an all singing, all dancing 
musical, but recently my 
eyes have been opened to a 
whole world of theatre, 
which I had no idea could be 
quite so enthralling. 

Like film and television, 
it’s sometimes the darker 
material, which has more of 
an impact, so, rather than 
shows with tap shoes and 
plenty of vibrato (my pre¬ 
ferred theatrical lot), this 


week has been filled with 
powerful portrayals and pro¬ 
ductions I would never nor¬ 
mally choose to see. 

It's great to experience a 
full range, but you do need 
to make sure you're emo¬ 
tionally robust (which I'm 
not!) before you visit and my 
delicate state was well and 
truly tested right at the be¬ 
ginning of the week with a 
trip to Thomas Hardye 
School. 

I was invited to see the A- 
Level Drama students per¬ 
form their examination 
pieces and although there 
was a wealth of exceptional 
talent on display, some of 
the subject matter, which 


they had chosen was hor¬ 
rific; boundary pushing in 
every sense and worryingly 
thought provoking. 

My next theatre trip wasn’t 
much cheerier either as I 
headed off to Southwark 
Playhouse to see The Diary 
of a Teenage Girl. I like to go 
in cold when it comes to the¬ 
atre and try not to read too 
much about shows before 
my visit and so, I had in my 
mind that the production 
was going to be a, kind of, 
girl’s version of Adrian 
Mole. 

How wrong could I be? It 
turns out very. Although the 
play is a comedy, it’s actu¬ 
ally about a girl being sexu¬

ally abused, so I failed to see 
the funny side. That said, it 
was very well done and as a 
critic, you have to take into 
consideration the quality of 
the production, not just your 
own personal taste when 
you are reviewing some¬ 
thing. 

Next on the list was a visit 
to the Harold Pinter to see 
Imelda Staunton and co in 
Who’s afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?. The multi-award 
winner was absolutely ma¬ 
jestic throughout, but I have 
to admit that I had no idea 
what was going on for most 
of play. 

I then trooped down to the 
Old Vic to see Daniel Rad¬ 
cliffe in Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead, 
which although wordy and 
at times a little baffling, pro¬ 
vided the light relief I had 
been longing for all week. 

All of the plays were ex¬ 
tremely well done and kept 
me on the edge of my seat, 


but I couldn’t help but yearn 
for a musical to lighten my 
mood and leave me with a 
spring in my step. 

I will start to scratch my 
musical theatre itch again 
very soon however, as I’m 
about to get back on the 
stage myself. I’m ecstatic to 
be joining the cast of Spa¬ 
malot in Axminster and will 
start rehearsals in May. 

The hilarious musical com¬ 
edy, based on Monty Python 
and the Holy Grail will be 
staged at the Guildhall in 
September and I’m playing 
the coveted role of the Lady 
of the Lake, a part which has 
been played by the likes of 
Bonnie Langford and Jodie 
Prenger, so I’ll be sure to ask 
their advice before I start.

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GUINNESS BEER CASTLE 



ONE of Ireland's most historic homes is for sale. Celebrate St. Patrick's Day and 
'drown the shamrock' at the Guinness Beer Castle that has reigned over the rolling 
emerald hills of Ireland near Dublin since the 18th century. In recent history, the 
castle housed Guinness-beer heiress Oonagh, Lady Oranmore and Browne, one 
of the three "golden Guinness girls," who entertained lavishly and whose guests 
have included the Rolling Stones, Anjelica Huston (who grew up next-door), Lu¬ 
cian Freud, and U2's Bono. 

Dublin's most famous export, Guinness beer, first arrived in the United States on 
the shore of North Carolina in 1817 under the direction of Arthur Guinness II, first 
heir to the company. The dark ale, known as stout, became an instant hit as it 
spread its delicious exports around the world. Today, offering eleven distinct va¬ 


rieties, thousands of bottles will be consumed on St. Patrick's Day, 
a one-day break from Lent, after sixteen days of building up a 
powerful thirst. Though to many Americans, St. Patrick's Day has 
evolved into green beer and a drinking free-for-all, if you're head¬ 
ing to Dublin to celebrate and take a tour of the Guinness castle, 
be forewarned that you'll probably be doing it with other tourists 
in the Guinness'Temple Bar neighborhood because when the pa¬ 
rade is over most of the locals head home to a nice dinner and an 
evening of calm entertainment. 

The castle, named Luggala, is on 5,000 acres and lies within its 
original 18th-century gardens surrounded by old Irish oaks, emer¬ 
ald lawns, heather and wildflowers overlooking the dark blue 
water of Lough (Lake) Tay. Though not of massive proportions and 
tall spires, Luggala, a former hunting lodge, is comprised of 
19,099 square feet of living space with a total of 27 bedrooms and 
18 full baths. With its low-lying crenellated roofline, the white¬ 
washed structure makes a striking statement against the dark- 
wooded backdrop. Leaning toward Gothic style, it is awash with 
little battlements, crochets, trefoil and quatrefoil windows and 
ogee mantelpieces throughout. Structures on the property in¬ 
clude the main house with seven bedrooms, dining room, large 
entrance hall, three main reception rooms and library, a four-bed¬ 
room guest house and another 17 bedrooms between seven 
lodges and cottages within the estate. A fascinating story of the 
estate's history can be found in "Luggala Days: The Story of a 
Guinness House" by Robert O'Byrne, who tells that it was once 
called "the most decorative honey pot in Ireland" and elaborates 
on its scandals and intrigues. 

Now for sale, the 18th-century castle that beer bought and was 
always known as a house of great welcome and happiness, ac¬ 
cording to historians, is priced at $29.5 million or about 28 million 
euros.
